Amazing Growth 


of America's 


Commercial Airlines 


The' llth edition of Air Trans- 


port, the industry's annual 
book 


facts and figures, reached my 


esk today. It tells me that: 
In 1940 the scheduled 
domestic 


airline carried only 12.36 per cent 
of America's first-class passenger 
traffic (rail pullman) — but 
in 


1049 the planes carried 41.63 per 
cent. 


In 1040 the airlines 
averaged 


2.3 deaths per 100 million passen- 
ger miles — but this was reduced 
to 1.5 in 1948, and 1.0 in 
1949, 


hoth being all-time safety records. 
*, Airliners are not quite as safe 
as busses or trains, but they are 
safer than 
private 
cars 
and 


taxicabs. The 1948 record 
(last 


year for which 'comparative 
fig- 


ures are 
available) 
was 
1.3 


deaths per 100 million 
passenger 


miles for domestic airliners; 
.18 


for busses; .13 for trains; 
and 


2.1 for autos and taxis. 


Revenue for the domestic trunk 


lines of the aviation industry has 
j?rown from 76 million dollars in 
T1940 to 461 millions in 1949; 
the 


local service airlines have 
risen 


from 2 millions a year to 
21M; 


millions; and the overseas 
lines 


from 27 millions in 1940 to 
283 


millions last year. 
, So far the airlines haven't made 
0ny money to speak of, but their 
position is improving. 
Both the 


domestic and international 
lines 


operated profitably in 1948, 
and 


had a much better year in 1949. 
4^omc of the individual lines lost 
• money, but {he industry 
as 
a 


whole reflects the results of the 
vast boom in air travel 
which 


has taken place in the last decade. 
I was moved to look 
through 


this annual report on all the air- 
lines because of a news item I 
commented on a few days 
ago, 


the astonishing fact that out 
on 


the West Coast the planes 
last 


year carried more passengers be- 
tween Los Angeles 
and 
San 


fe/rancisco than either 
the 
rail- 


roads or the busses. The airlines 
on -the West Coast had 43 
per 


cent of all passenger traffic. Now 
the annual report shows that on 
nation-wide basis the planes car- 
red 41 per cent 
of 
first-class 


passenger traffic — 
which 
of 


course excludes rail 
day-coach 


and bus passengers, but is 
still

I only hope that as I 
continue in the practice of law in 
Hempstead county and the District 
I shall be able to repay them for

said. 


Washington, April 26 — (/P)— Bet- 


ting Commissioner James J. Car- 
roll of St. Louis — the "Mr. Big" 
o£ the odds-making business—told 
senators today he knows of no or- 
ganized nationwide gambling syn- 
dicate. 


He testified under oath before a 


senate commerce s u b c ommittee 
that so-called "betting c o m mis- 
sioners" and bookmakers operate 
as independent businessmen 
with 


no feeling of any "moral wrong," 
and he insisted there is no 
con- 


nection between big-time gamblers 
and rime.' 


"I can state without any mental 


reservation," 
he said, "that I 


know of no such (gambling) syn- 
dicate, combination or 
organiza- 
tion. 


"To the contrary it is my firm 


belief that all of the accepting and 
laying off of bets is conducted on 
a purely competitive basis 
a n d 


there is no relationship 
between 


operators, commissioners 
or 
by 


whatever name such businessmen 
are called xxx." 


Carroll was a wintcss at t h e 


committee's hearing on a bill to 
ban the movement of gambling in- 
formation across state lines. 


Carroll is known to betting men 


throughout the country as the man 
who announces the "official" win- 
ter-book gambling odds 
on 
the 


Kentucky derby and the 
m a j or 


league baseball races. Hence his 
title of 
"commissioner." 


But Chairman 
McFarland 
CD- 


Ariz) told reporters as far as he 
knows Carroll has violated no fed- 
eral laws. 


Federal agents were r e p o r t - 


cd searching for Frank Erickson 
of New York to subpoena him as 
a witness also. New York police of- 
ficials have described Erickson as 
a known "lay-off" better. 


A subpoena has been served at 


Hot Springs. Ark., on Joe Adonis 
of New York. But a physician ad- 
vised McFarland that Adonis is too 
ill to testify within the next 
ten 


days. New York police o f f i c ials 
have told senators that Adonis is 
"presumed to be a racketeer." 


Carroll was the first w i t n e s s 


identified with the gambling world 
to be called before the 
subcom- 


committce. 


"All

Four aspiring attorneys yester- 


day signed up to seek the 
court 


position vacated by death of the 
late Justice R. W. Robins. Two 
others already had q u a l i f i e d . 
Three are seeking to fill another 
vacancy — that caused by resigna- 
tion of Justice Frank G. Smith. 


Up to today nobody had f i l e d 


against two members,of .the' courtj 
whose;'terms'are expiring and who 
are candidates to succeed t h cm- 
selves. 


John G. Lonsdale Jr., of Lons- 


dale, who said months ago he'd be 
a candidate for governor, said last 
night he wouldn't. A candidate in 
1948, Lonsdale hadn't qualified this 
year. 


Four candidates have filed 
for 


the nomination: Governor McMath 
and former Gov. Ben Laney, who 
already have been hurling at each 
other the kind of statements which 
usually come late in the campaign; 
J. L. Harris, Kingsland, and M. G. 
Bankson, Malvern. 


The four lawyers who filed yes- 


terday for the Supreme court posi- 
tion of the late Justice Robins are 
Leffel Gentry of Little Rock, 
an 


unsuccessful candi d a t e for the 
court in 1942, and Philip DeSalvo 
both o£ Little Rock; Taylor Sutton, 
Helena, and R. R. Trimble, Claren- 
don. 
Previously Charles C. Wine, 


former Arkansas Public 
Service 


commission chairman, 
and 
for- 


mer Prosecutor Sam Robinson of 
Little Rock had filed. 


Chancellor Paul Ward of Batcs- 


villc, Richard B. McCulloch Sr of 
Forrest City, and P. L. Smith of 
Antoinc, have filed for the 
high 


court position formerly filled by re- 
tired Justice Frank G. Smith. 


The incumbent justices w h o s e 


terms are expiring are Ed F. Me- 
Faddin and Minor Millwee. 


Aside from the governor's race, 


one of the most hotly 
contested 


nominations may be that for lieu- 
tenant governor. The incumbent, 
war hero Nathan Gordon, is being 
opposed by Carl E. Hendrix of Ho- 
ratio, who 
was speaker 
of 
the 


house in the 1949 legislature, and 
James MacKrell lolfl Little R o c k , 
who ran a good third in the 1048 
governor's battle. 


Every incumbent in an elective 


statewide job whose term expires 
this year is a candidate for renom- 
^nation. That holds true from U. S. 
Senator J. William Fulbi-ight on 
down, 


Besides McMath and G o r d o n , 


those who have drawn opposition 
Jiclude Stale Treasurer J. 
Vance 


Clayton. Sam Jones of L i t t l e 
Rock and John Jones of Waldron 
(no kin) are running against him. 


The iist of those who are willing 


;o continue to serve their consti- 
tuents also includes all the state's 
seven congressmen. Each is a can- 
didate for renomination.

Electrical 
Unions Fight 
for Control 


Pittsburgh, April 26 — (/P)— Two 


unions battling bitterly for control 
of the nation's electrical 
workers 


wind up hectic campaigns 
today 


to woo Westinghouse Electric corp 
oration's 55,000 employees. 


Tomorrow, the national labor 


relations board will poll the West- 
inghouse workers at 40 plants in 
32 cities. 


That vote marks the first big 


test of strength in the six 
month 


fucd between the United Electrical 
Workers (UE)' (indpendent) 
and 


the CIO International U n i o n of 
Electrical Workers (IUE). 


The results may well d e c i d e 


which union the other quarter-mil- 
lion workers in the industry 
will 
side with. 


For more than a decade the- UE 


was the top union in the industry 
which turns out America's radios, 
washing machines and other elec- 
tricnf units.- -Like, the steeUyorke'rs 
and many another union, the UE 
was affiliated with the CIO 


Then last year the CIO chopped 


off its electrical arm. The CIO ac- 
cused the UE of left-wing ism 
After casting the UE 
adrift 
the 


CIO formed a new electrical work- 
ers' union — the IUE. 


The IUE went out to enlist the 


UE's members. That's when the 
fight started. 


As the campaigns poll on to the 


climax, bitter charges and counter- 
charges fill the air. Both sides are 
bringing their biggest guns up into 
action. 


Today, Philip Murray, president 


ot the CIO, makes a last ditch ap- 
peal for the IUE in a mass meet- 
ing in suburban Turtle C r e e k's 
high school stadium. 


Hard by the speech site is West- 


inghouse's sprawling East P i tts- 
burgh works, home of the 
UE's 


giant 13,000-member L o c a l 001. 
There the tension is so thick you 
can cut it with a knife. 


The UE charges the IUE is try- 


ing to boost attendance at the Mur- 
ray meeting by offering $3 to S8 to 
anybody who'll come.

ducing a variety of special 'bomb 
casing in which Us new, immen- 
sely more powerful atomic explo- 
sives can be used against 
any 


type of enemy target.'. 
' 
such specialized conta'taelrs 
or missilels, the atomic 
b o m b 


ceases to be only a mass destruc- 
tion weapon for a shot-gun style of 
attack on an industrial city. 
It 


cpuld be used against 
particular 


and difficult targets such as 
un- 


derground fortifications and 
fac- 
tories, 


A laconic phrase in the semi-an- 


nual report of Defense Secretary 
Johnson gives a significant hint. 
Says Johnson: "Atomic 
weapons 


are no longer a small number of 
bombs of a single type and size to 
be used only strcteglcally on a 
carefully selected target." 


His reference .appeare d to 
b 


this: The only two atomic bombs 
used in wartime attacks were ex- 
ploded in the air over Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. Of the two bombs 
publicly demonstrated after 
that 


in the Bikini test of 1946, one was 
airburst like those used on Japan. 
The other was fired u n d o rwater 
after long and careful preparation, 
impossible under war 
conditions. 


The bombs were used, as John- 
son said, "only strategically."

Congress Not 
Ready to Pay 
British Debts 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, April 2 6—(IP)— How 


would the United States feel about 
paying off some of the money Brit- 
ain owes other countries? 


The British raised this question 


in a very quiet note to the U. S. 
state department. News of it got 
around Washington. 


In congress, where 
lawmakers 


can make or break the idea since 
they hold the purse strings, the re- 
action was very sharp and v.e r y 
sour. 


This reaction wasn't unexpected. 


Congress already, since the war, 
has voted over 
$6,225,000,000 
for 


Britain. Many a lawmaker 
thinks 


that ought to be about enough. 


(Of that sum more than $4,000,- 


000,000 is in loans, which the Brit- 
ish arc obligated to pay back, plus 
$2,225,000,000 in gifts t h a t don't 
have to be repaid.) 


So at this moment it may seem 


unlikely that congress will h e l p 
bail out the British on her debt to 
other countries. 


Still, the U. S. and Britain are 


Allies in the cold war against com- 
munism and are particularly an- 
xious to work together in Asia. 


There communism, through its 


victory in China, has made gigan- 
tic gains and may gobble up 
all 


Asia unless it can be stopped. 


Communist targets in Asia in- 


clude Burma, Indo-China, Thiland, 
India and Pakistan. The last two 
are part of the British common- 
wealth. 


How can those countries be kept 


out of communism's reach? That's 
.he problem for the 
U. S. 
and 


Britain.

Most of the economic help, 
of 


course, will have to come from this 
country. So the idea behind 
the 


British note was this: 


If we help Asia with money, we 


may be able to help Britain 
at 


the same time since Britain, owes 
some of those countries money. 


This will explain a little of the 


thinking behind the idea: 


There is 
a 
group of nations 


called the sterling area, or sterl- 
ing bloc. 


It's made up of Britain and these 


countries: Australia, New Zealand. 
South Africa, India, Pakistan (all 
in the British commonwealth) and 
Burma, Iceland, Iraq, and Ireland. 


In this country the lawful money 


is the dollar. In Britain the lawful 
money is' the pound sterling. 


Which simply means that when 


Americans do business they pay, 
and want to be paid in, dollars.! 
And when Britons and the 
other 


members of the sterling area 
do 


business with one another t h e y 
deal in sterling. 


That's how the sterling b l o c 


countries did business before the 
war: When they shipped goods to 
one another they got paid in sterl- 
ing with which they c o u l d buy 
goods from one another. Then the 
war came. 


Britain needed plenty of 
goods 


and food from the sterling b l o c 
countries. They sent her t h o s e 
things. But, being up to her neck 
in the war, she wasn't 
m a king

that to pay them for what 
they 


sent her — she asked them to let 
her owe them for what they sent. 


As the war want on, Britain's 


debt to them piled up. She's been 
paying off some o£ it, but she still 
owes them around $6,00,000,000. 


She's paying o£f in 
goods she 


makes or in dollars (they particu- 
larly want dollars so they can buy 
goods here). Meanwhile, she's get- 
ting money help from us in 
the 


form of dpllars. 


She needs those dollars so she 


can buy things here. Yet, if she 
could sell here some of the 
goods 


she's sending to the sterling area, 
she'd earn more dollars to buy 
more goods here. 


And, 
if she didn't have to 
pay 


off some of her debt with dollars, 
the American taxpayers might not 
have to give her so many dollars 
for free, since Britain still needs 
dollars to buy goods here. 


So the thinking goes on to the 


next step: 


Suppose we made a gift of dol- 


lars to India and Pakistan — as 
part of our plan for Asia — and, 
for every dollar we gave 
t h e 


we asked them to cancel off 
an 


equal amount of the money Britain 
owes them. 


That would still give them dol- 


lars to buy here. And, since Brit- 
ain could then send them l e s s 
jioods, she could try to sell those 
goods here to get more dollars 
to buy more goods here. And, the 
more dollars she earned here her- 
self, the fewer dollars 
Ameriia 


would have to give her. 


Of course, this wouldn't be 
an 


unmixed blessing for I n d i a and 
Pakistan. If they got dollars from 
us and cancelled off an 
e q u a l 


amount of what B r i t a i n owed, 
they'd be pretty much where they 
were instead 
of 
getting 
money 


and goods from Britain, plus fresh 
help from us to help them keep off 
communism.
